Madrid suffered the 
worst night shelling of 
its seven-month siege to- 
day, with insurgent 
shells pounding into the 
heart of the capital at 
the rate of 20 or 30 a 
minute. 


Government artillery im- 
mediately responded in a long 
range duel. 


It was the second bombardment 


within 12 hours. During the late 


afternoon yesterday insurgent 


shells claimed a few casualties

WORKS PROGRAM

WHY MINIMUM WAGES? * 


Minimum wage laws framed with regard to 
the actual cost of a fair standard of living, and 
their strict enforcement, have put many millions 
of dollars per year into the pockets of British 
Columbia wage-earners more than they would 
have otherwise received. 

Since these extra earnings go to those receiv- 
ing the lowest rates of pay, they go into the 
pockets of those who cannot well keep them 
but have to spend them. The money thus returns 
immediately into circulation, passing across the 
counters of retail stores and so into the channels 
of wide distribution 

Reasonable minimum wage laws, properly 
enforced, are not simply charitable donations 
conferred by law upon those who are unable to 
demand by collective bargaining a sufficient 
wage for themselves. They are a'so in a sense 
safeguards for business and all who are inter- 
ested in business. It is better for a community 
to have and rigidly enforce minimum wage laws 
than to leave a considerable percentage of its 
people with nothing to spend beyond the price 
of meals and beds. . 

It is what people spend over and above the 
absolute minimum necessary to subsistence that 
keeps the wheels of modern industry and trade 
moving. General welfare has to be built up from 
the bottom, by putting a little more into pockets 
where there is not enough. That is what mini- 
mum wage laws are aimed to do. 

Alberta should take courage from the example 
of British Columbia, and safeguard community 
welfare against the handicap and menace of 
sub-standard pay 

British Columbia, under the Premiership of

A NEW JAIL 

In the decision of the Quebec Government to 
build a new jail in Hull there has been found 
an opportunity to set an example that may have 
far-reaching consequences. 

The jail is to be built on a suburban site, a 
site large enough to provide useful and health- 
ful work out of doors for the prisoners, and this 
is a departure from the old practice which will 
be warmly welcomed by all students of the sub- 
ject. 

In most county jails “hard labor” means noth- 
ing more onerous than the occasional bit of char 
work—for a few prisoners, jobs in the kitchen 
This is for the reason that there is no form of 
useful labor that can be undertaken effectively 
within the walls of a city jail by short-term 
prisoners. For health and morale what is re- 
quired in such institutions is hard physical labor 
such as unimproved land can provide—clearing 
and cultivating the soil, growing the produce for 
the jail kitchens, raising stock, erecting buildings 
and fences, and so on.—Ottawa Journal. 


SLUMS IN VANCOUVER 

We learn with pleasure and appreciation that 
the city council proposes to institute court pro- 
ceedings against severa] landlords, particularly 
in the west end, who have violated city bylaws 
in setting up and maintaining slum conditions on 
their property 

Certainly Vancouver is indebted to Alderman 
Helena Gutteridge who has determinedly in- 
vestigated and exposed these conditions. 

The creation of such tenements has been the 
result of two coincidental circumstances. 

1. High assessments and high rates of taxation 
which impel property owners to squeeze the last 
cent of revenue from their holdings 

2. The depression which has caused many 
families on relief to seek lodgings at the lowest 
possible cost and, consequently, of the lowest 
possible type 

Thus, the gradual development of these slum 
conditions is perfectly understandable and im- 
plies no deliberate viciousness on the part of 
anyone 

Nevertheless, deliberate 


these condi- 


or 


tions are not such as can in any 
civilized community, part y in a community 
of such tremendous area compared to its 
population 

There is room in Vancouver for a million 


people or more. Conditions, then, that permit 
overcrowding are not insuperable though they 
may be difficult. 

Wh needed in Vancouver is a compre- 
hensive housing scheme designed to give cheap 
but wholesome and sanitary accommodations to 
those families that are on relief or in receipt of 


minimum incomes 
Since housing conditions in Vancouver are 
duplicated—and perhaps intensified—in every 


other city in Canada, such a housing scheme is 
properly within the duty of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

It is obvious that attempts hitherto made to 
encourage a building program have not been 
successful insofar as the lower-salaried classes 
are concerned 

What is needed is a plan that will establish 
such families in homes that they can either buy 
outright over a long period of years o: rent on a 
cost basis 

If the Federal Government cannot be per- 
suaded to undertake such a scheme, it ig not be- 
yond the ability of the Provincial Government 
to do it 

It is not beyond the capacity of the City of 
Vancouver alone if other governments prove 
recalcitrant. 

We cannot see where Vancouver stands to 
lose anything through undertaking such a project 
But we can see where the Council that does 
undertake a plan of this kind would go down 
in civic history as consummating the best stroke 
of municipal government in Canadian records.— 
Vancouver Sun

Over two thousand youths of both sexes gra- 
| duated from the high schools of Alberta last 
week, most of them able to dance, acquit 
themselves well in dramatics and with a good 
taste in cars 

Some of them will continue on to the Uni- 
versity; some will enter Normal school to qualify 
as teachers and others will seek employment in 
white collar jobs in an already overcrowded 
labor market. If, as the Toronto “Financial 
Post” asserts, we are now at the peak of pros- 
perity before entering the dark valley of another 
depression, the burdened taxpayer may well 
question the economy of further expenditures 
on advanced education for the young men and 
women of the province, for whom little or no 
employment offers. 

At one time there was the justification that 
we were spending money to educate them to 
take up careers in United States. But that justi- 
fication no longer exists. There are unemployed 
enough in United States with their dependents 
to equal the populations of New York, Chicago, 
Boston and the next 23 largest cities in the 
Union 

In a letter Howard Scott, Chief Technocrat, 
who will visit Edmonton in September, remarks 
of the New Yorkers: 

“The digestive dilations of the alimentary 
canal of the majority residents of this par- 
ticular area are still functioning after a 
fashion, but they will catch on some day 
when there is little or nothing remaining to 
excite those essential functions.”

doom. The science of weed control through 
| poison which the National Research Council has 
| been busy upon, is bearing results. Prof. G. P. 
McRostie, before leaving Manitoba University 
for a position on the staff of the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, in collaboration with one of 
his agronomy pupils, W. H. Silversides, worked 
out a method of eradicating dandelions 

Here is the method: For each 1000 square 
feet of lawn, apply a spray by dissolving 1% 
pounds of copper nitrate crystals in 7% gallons 
of water 

Two sprays during the summer season are 
necessary to completely kill the dandelions. One 
is recommended for the middle of July and the 
other for the middle of August. A warm, bright, 
dry afternoon should be chosen for each spray- 
ing, when there is no wind. The spray must 
; hit the leaves of the plant, when it causes the 
dandelion slow death. 

The spray will turn the grass to a sickly 
yellow-green within 48 hours, but will not kill 
Inside of two weeks the grass will be greener 
and heavier than before—and free from dande- 
| lions. Two applications should complete the 
| cure. Should a few dandelions show the next 
| year, they can be treaed individually, without 
the necessity of spraying the whole lawn. Their 
| presence will indicate defective spraying in the 
| previous year 

Soon, perhaps, dandelions will be grown in 
greenhouses and sold for a dollar a pot, with 
prizes offered at the flower shows for the best 
dandelions ‘ 


The New Schoo] for Social Research in New 
York held a symposium a few weeks ago on 
problems of education in the totalitarian states. 
The school systems of Italy, Germany and Russia 
were discussed by such speakers as Dr. Frieda 
Underlich, former member of the German 
Reichstag, Prof. Max Ascoli, Italian Liberal 
author and lecturer, and Dr. Goodwin Watson, 
professor of psychology at Columbia University. 

The militaristic nature of modern German 
education; the political permeation of the Italian 
system with its “cult for deeds and disregard 
of theories” and the efforts of Soviet Russia to 
eliminate illiteracy from its people were all dealt 
with. Special praise was given by Dr. Watson 
to the Soviet schools. “Even in schools for the 
delinquent,” he said, “children are not ordered 
about, scolded, nagged, pushed or hit. They 
cluster about their teachers in affectionate in- 
timacy.” 

It's a safe wager that Soviet Russia won't 
commit the folly of Canada with its High School 
graduates—train them at heavy cost to State and 
to parent, and then omit to provide work for 
them to do when they are through their training 
Printing of some pieces of paper entitling the 
graduates to exchange their services for goods, 
could solve the foolish situation

USING BUSES 

Mr. Bowlen declared that “the 
road between Strathmore and 


Brooks was even too dangerous to 
drive over.” He said that “in some 
places in the south, people are us- 
ing trains and buses rather than 
risk damage to their cars. Then 
we have detours in June when the 
tourist season is here. I think that 


is a very short-sighted policy.” 

Mr. James asked if it was cor- 
rect that the federal government 
would not advance money for 


building side roads 

“They do not prevent us building 
side roads, but they won't con- 
tribute,” the minister replied 

Charles Holder, S.C., St. Albert, 
that “this government has 
fallen down in grants to municipal- 
ities for the upkeep of district 
roads.” 

Lack of highways facilities in the 
Edson coal branch was stressed by 
J. H. Unwin, S.C., Edson. “I don't 
know why every minister doesn't 
blush a dep red It costs $77 to 
move a car on the railway for a 
distance of 85 miles to the high- 
way,.”’ he added 

Mr. Unwin then moved to strike 


out the vote for district roads, but
